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PROHIBITION BILL RIOTS CAUSED BY 
AMENDED BY SENATE DELAYED SAILINGS 

Decision Is Order-in-Council Canadian Battalion at Ripon, 
Shall Terminate When England, Was Involved in 
* Peace Signed Disturbance 


Ottawa. June 1# —That th* Order - 
In-Councll prohibiting the Importation, 
manufacture and traimportation of In* 
toxical I rue liquor Khali terminate with 
the signing of peace wae declared t»y ; 
the Senate yesterday afternoon. 

A bill from the I’ommoiw, enacting 
“ a statute law the Order-in-Council 
of the Government proclaimed under 
the War Measure* Act. was taken up 
by the Senate in committee. 

Senator De Veber offered an 
amendment striking out the words 
‘and for twelve months thereafter” 
from the declaration that the. regula¬ 
tions “shall continue In force during 
the continuance of the present war 
and for twelve months thereafter.” 

The amendment carried by 34 to 
24. after a number of speeches, 
chiefy dealing with the constitutional^ 
pbint raised on-second reading, that 
by Hection 121 of the Rrltish North 
America Act. inter-provincial trade 
could* not be interfered with. 

As a preliminary to taking up the 
bill, sir James Lougheed read an 
opinion from the De^rttnent of Jus¬ 
tice given on the constitutional as¬ 
pect of the question at the time the 
Order-in-Council was made. This i 
opinion observed that Hection 121 ap- ; 
plies only to articles the growth, pro- j 
duce or manufacture of>4nx qne of the i 
provinces, and as to *g?*h intoxicating ; 
liquor as is of this description. ' I am 
of the opinion.” said the official, “that j 
this section does not limit the power 
of .’prohibition possessed by the Domin¬ 
ion. because the object of it is to de¬ 
clare immunity from taxation rather 
than to affect the power which the 
Dominion otherwise has to prohibit 
exportation from one province to an¬ 
other of articles which Parliament may 
consider ought not. for the peace, order 
ami good government of t'anaila. to t»e 
admitted in the latter province.” 

Ontario Conference. 

Toronto. June If.—A telephone mesa- 
age received by the Ontario .Mdhodl*t 
Conference shortly before midnight, in¬ 
forming it that the Senate had amend¬ 
ed the bill passed by the House of Com¬ 
mons to prolong the life of prohibition 
legislation throughout the Iximlnlon 
for one year, caused much Indignation. 

A resolution moved by 9*91 J. Of* 
bourn, of Midland, was unanimously 
carried, condemning In strong terms 
the action of the Senate and advising 
the House to take drastic action, either

ing no direct responsibility to the elec¬ 
torate.

TO RETAIN CALMNESS 


Washington Professor Gives 
Timely Comment on Agri¬ 
culturalist's Point of View 


**In this day of trouble and unrest 
throughout the world It seem® that th® 
farmer is about the only man who 
has failed to become excited. The 
question naturally comes, 'What would 
have happened if the unrest in the 
city had permeated In the rural dis¬ 
tricts during the last twelve months?' 
In many way*. America should be 
grateful to the farmer for hia steady 
outlook upo> the world and its prob¬ 
lem*,” say* Dr. E. O. Holland, presi¬ 
dent of Washington State College, in 
an address on "Farming and Rail¬ 
roading" before the Transportation 
Club in the Railway Exchange Build- , 
ing at a luncheon. 

"Hut the farmer needs assistance in | 
several ways," saJd Dr. Holland. "First, 
of all, h«* needs someone to help him 
to get Information with respect not 
only to the growing of crops, but the 
marketing of the finished product and 
other fact* that have to do with bual- 
ness and success. Here is work in 
which the railroad man of the right 
spirit dUi help enormously. Th* In¬ 
formation the farmer wili appreciate 
from the railroad man Is information

forecasts, a summary of experimental 
and demonstration tests and sugges- 
[ tions a* to how the farmers can co- 
;operate together in locating their mar- 
i kets and in getting the best prices. 

“At one time the farmer looked upon 
the railroad man as a sort of exploiter 
who would misrepresent conditions in 
order to encourage the farmers to buy 
land along their lines, which would, in 
the end. mean disaster to the pur¬ 
chaser. The farmer was justified in 
this because there were a few repre¬ 
sentative* of railroads who believed, 
that the only thing they bad to do was 
to Sell land along their railroad lines. 
Fortunately, only a few railroad men 
assumed this attitude. They were 
short-sighted and the railroad com¬ 
pany suffered every time this was 
done, but the vision of J. J. Hill and 
other great railroad pioneers was soon 
to be found in every one from the sec¬ 
tion hand to the president of the rail¬ 
road system. 

“As a consequence the farmer soon 
discovered that the leading railroad 
men realized that the prosperity of the 
railroads d*?i>ended upon the prosper¬ 
ity of each Individual fanner. To-day 
the railroads have the welfare of the 
farming population at heart and are 
showing it by conducting their busi¬ 
ness not only in an efficient manner, 
hut with a sincere desire to aid the 
farmer. ^Good farming and good rail¬ 
roading ;»r*- inseparable. 

'The pioneer farmer would have 
been impossible in America if it had 
not been for the pioneer railroad tokn. 
The railroads, like true pioneers, cut; 
their way through the forests and 
prairies, and as a consequence, the 
villages and cities that were built In 
the ne w territory were the creation of 
the constructive genius of the great 
railroad builders of America. 

“Sometimes we forget that such 
states as Kansas, Minnesota and- the 
Dakotas were peopled through the 
agencies of the great transcontinental 
railways. Undoubtedly America would 
be much less In stae, wealth and posi¬ 
tion if it had not been for the pioneer 
farmer and the representatives of the 
large transcontinental railway lines."

"Economy," said Sir Edmund Walker, 
recently, “is a sort of fine art. It la 
the difference between the savage who 
represents wustefullneas and the culti¬ 
vated man who should abhor all forms 
of waste." 

This 1% one cogent argument, at least, 
for the seeping of bees—the mobilis¬ 
ation of the thousands of tons of nec¬ 
tar going to waste ail over the country 
each year, nectar that by the marvel¬ 
lous activity of the bee can be con¬ 
verted Into honey. 

Bee-keeping Is numbered among the 
outdoor activities that la pecuiarly 
suited to women. It does not absorb 
one's whole time or attention. It can 
be started economically, and it grow* 
speedily from small beginnings. That 
there are great opportunities in Can¬ 
ada for Lhti meagrely-developed indus¬ 
try goe® without saying. British Im¬ 
port* of honey alone are valued at 
11200,000 a year, and the supplies come 
I chiefly from the West Indies. Chile. 
Peru and the United Htates. Canadian 
exports of honey for the fiscal year 
ending March, 1918, amounted to 88.- 
409 pounds, representing a monetary 
value of $18,012. The honey went chief¬ 
ly to Italy and France. 

During the period of sugar shortage 
In 1911, honey assumed new. impor¬ 
tance as a foodstuff, and it Is alto¬ 
gether likely that It will be used more 
extensively In years to come as a re¬ 
sult of its new-found popularity as a 
substitute for sugar. 

In the United States impetus has 
been given to the Industry by the 
formation of two large co-operative 
societies for the better marketing of 
honey. least year the revenue from 
bee-keeping in the Mtites was about 
ten time* that of any year previous 
to the outbreak of the war. During 
the last half of the year alone, honey 
to the value of 12 , 000.000 waa exported. 

Recreation end Prefit. 

Colonies of bees In the orchard, gar¬ 
den or backyard afford great pleasure 
as well aa profit. They are not only 
valuable as producers, but they offer 
recreation, and are moat beneficial 
in cross-pollinating flowers and plants 
No oth*r Industry require* an little 
care Ini proportion to the returns. 
Wherever fruit grows, bees thrive, 
and Ontario and British Columbia are 
singularly well endowed for ths devel¬ 
opment of this industry. It Is estimat¬ 
ed that at present there are some 8,000 
bee-keepers in Ontario and that about 
2,000 tons of honey are produced an¬ 
nually. in 1918. 125 tons of honey 
were produced In British Columbia, 
an Increase over the 1917 production 
of <8 tons—constituting the blgirest 
yelld in the history of the province. 
There are 128 colonies of bees al ths 
largest apiary in British Columbia, 
and in 1919 they produced 9.000 pounds 
of honey, worth $2,250. while tbs total 
capital Invested probably did not ex¬ 
ceed 11.500. There are at least 118 
women bee-keepers In the Pacific 
province, in Ontario. Quebec and other 
provinces women are also engaged In 
this industry, and K 1a well known 
that at least a dosen women In Ont¬ 
ario add from $300 to $400 a year to 
the family Income by running between 
90 and 70 colonies of bees. 

Bee culture need not necessarily t* 
a aide line, la many instances an ex- 


living by devoting his entire time and 
attention to the work. It is usually 
unwise to undertake bee-keeping on 
an extensive scale without having 
considerable previous experience. It 
la a good plan to begin In a small w ay„ 
making the bees pky for themselves 
and for all additional apparatus, and 
gradually extending the work as local 
conditions or the desires of the individ¬ 
ual permit Courses In bee-keeping are 
given at moot of the agricultural col¬ 
leges.

308,000,000 BUSHELS 


Early Forecast of Prairie 
Yield Is Most 
Encouraging 


Agricultural crop condition® do 
not bulk a® much In th® public «yej 
thlfl first post-war year aa they did 
during th® past Tour seasons, write® 
F. M. Chapman, editor of Formers’ 
Magaxlne If they did. doubtless iher® 
would be considerable scaremongcring 
over Ontario conditions. The wet, 
cold spring prevented the usual acre¬ 
ages of coarse grains and spring wheat. 
Following It came the two weeks of 
ex cess I v® beat which, while stimu¬ 
lating growth of rropa already grow¬ 
ing, rendered work on the land diffi¬ 
cult fur boraea and baked clay lands 
wher® reseeding might have been 
done, and also put further seeding 
practically out of business as far 0*1 
yields wili be considered. As esti¬ 
mated In laat week's despatch, the pro¬ 
portion of unseeded land in Ontario 
would be low If named at one-third. 
This loa* of aervage will com® out of 
coarse grains, while buckwheat will 
be used as a late crop in much of this 
acreage. Labor shortages are v®ry 
murked this year, even worse than 
last year and much land Is lying idle. 
A trip over western central counties 
this week shows almost alarming 
condition®. True, we have a good 
groylh of grass and meadows, b*«f| 
feeding, though, is In a rather crill- 
' cal state, and as thousands of cattl® 
[went out at from 12 to 14 cents, pro¬ 
fit® on this grass are not too apparent. 

Increased Acreage in West. 

Against this report we find West¬ 
ern conditions almost ideal. All the 
three Western provinces report a good 
outlook for grain 'crops. F. W. Cran¬ 
dall writes The Financial Post from 
Calgary in an optimistic strain: 

Cropping conditions this spring have 
been ideal. The area put Into crop Is 
very large and while T can give no ac¬ 
curate figures from my observation 1 
would say was 25 per cent, larger than 
last year. Never have I eeen land pre¬ 
pared eo well for the reception of seed 
as this year and this on account of the 
failure of such a large portion of the 
crop In this district last year, which 
was known sufficiently early in the 
season to have this land put in excel¬ 
lent condition for the 1819 crop. There 
never has been as much attention paid 
to the quality of seed used as was the 
case this year and the result is that, 
with the abundant moisture that ob¬ 
tained tbe surface soil and the quick 
germinating properties of tbe grain, 
we have the best stand of growing 
grain I have ever seen In Alberta. In 
various districts we have had very 
satisfactory spring rains and wherever 
this has occurred, the crop conditions 
were never better. With a few more 
good rains, a rood crop should be In¬ 
sured. The fVmcrs and grain growers 
arc very optimistic, but coupled with 
this optim ism ts a certain caution 
which Is commendable. Very few of 
the farmers are going into any exten¬ 
sive building operations or expendi¬ 
tures which are not absolutely neces¬ 
sary in connection with their opera¬ 
tions. It seems to be the wise thing 
at the present time until good crop 
is fully assured. 

8euthern Wheat Harvest. 

The wheat harvest in Southern 
Texas has begun and daily the yellow 
lines crawl northwards. By the mid¬ 
dle of June. Kansas will he at it. In 
Southern Michigan wheat is head¬ 
ing out. while in Ontario rye is hood¬ 
ed out in all fields. 

A survey of the whole American 
situation shows that when the moet 
northern harvest is completed North 
America will have enough bread grain 
to meet the world's needs as they are 
now estimated. Canada and the 
United States should harvest and 
thresh the tremendous total of 1,500,- 
090,000 bushels of wheat unless a 
weather calamity blights present 
prospects. 

Canada's wheat crop will bulk large 
from present appearances, some esti¬ 
mates putting it at 300,000,000 bushels 

Fruit has blossomed In Eastern 
Canada and British Columbia as never 
before. The hot weather has likely 
reduced the seeding considerably but 
all reports show a splendid outlook 
especially for OnttfHo, la p*plc*. pears 
and small fruits.
